‘E UNDER-MEN' TIONED VALU. 


This led to the Edict of July 16th (Times 
August 22.08) in which it is decracd that 
any Chineso subject selling Jnorphia (or 
making instruments for its use) without 
Custom’s pormit,-shall be banished to a 
“pestilential - frontier of -tho Empire.” 
Rut the facta I have already quoted, and 
the verdict of those are in tho best 
position to form an opinion, show that the 
atepe taken have so far been ineffective, 
and that emokers-are becoming eaters or 
ia injectors. : 

hile evils.euch as these are iraminent 
in China, which contains so large and 
intelligent a proportion of the human raco 
it is timo- that the conscience of the 
Western Nationa was touched, and that 
their efforts should bo- directed towards 
the real issues, which concern alike their 
honour and China's welfare, and I earnestly 
wish that thoso who ‘so disinterestedly 
derote themselves to the eradication’ of 
opium smoking, would turn their attention 
to thia terribla evil and be content with 
Regulation und Control of Smoking. 

In Hongkong a strict contral is maintain- 
ed over the sale of morphine and opium 
compounds. The quantity imported -for 
local consumption for 1906 and 1907 averag- 
ed 5,000 Ibs. of the latter. In ordor to 
anhance the price every” parson Jiconsed to 
sell has to pay Royalties to the Opium 
Farmer, so that all the machinory at-his 
disposal for détecting illicit import md eale 
is brought into play. Licenses are only 
granted to qualified Chemists of roputa 
and to auch Chinese droggista as had vested 
interests in the trade before the introduc 
tion of tho Legislation. If the business 
changes hands the licenses are not renowed. 
Licensees are required to keep books 
recording all sales and to issue certificates 
to all purchasers. Several of these.licenses 
to Chinese vendors have lately been can- 
celled for breach of the regulations, and 
itis proposed not to renew tho remainder 
after one year’s notice, At presant exemp- 
tion is only granted to certain wall known 
medicines prepared in Europo or America 
(specified in a schedule) and to all pre- 
actiptions made up. on the order of 5 
qualified medicnl practitionor,: Representa- 
tions have been made by tha Chambor of 
Ocmmerce and by one of the largo European 
druggists complaining of the restriction on 
trade, and: claiming exemption on all 
preparations in which opium or morphia 
is not the sole ingredient, but this 
wonld defeat the object in view, viz.,

{ have attémpted in the foregoing para- 
graphs to shew. that these who nay 
claim to be not less interested, in the 

uestion. of .the Nativg Paces, and in 
tho welfare of the intelligent, industrious 
snd _ most’ interesting Population of China, 
than the Mover and Seconder of the 
Resolution in the House of Commons, have 
some donbts ag to whether the common 
object wa all have in view. ‘can hest ba 
achioved by the particilar mothods pro- 
posed, I have endeavoured to present a 
reasoned opinion on ‘this subject and to 
submit some ‘practical suggestions, without 

ing too largely into the immonse field of 

iscussion which this subject opens up ; 
and while doing so I trust I may claim to 
have vindicated the Colony of Hongkong 
from the charge of apathy, and of having 
made no sacrifices to promote the policy of 
the Home Government in this matter. 

I trust’ that nothing I have said in this 
Memo. may lead to the conclusion or in- 
ference that I do not recognise the evils of {* 
the Opium Habit.

11 frum the Indian Commission to shew 
that thoy are often exaggerated, but I 
learn from Sir A. Hosie that in Szechuan 
they are ‘deplorable, mainly because the 
population is very poor sod there ia a 
tendency for hoavy smokers to forego their 
food, and spend their money upon opium }, 
instead. He believed (as, many oxperts 
do) that as long as aman is well nourished 
opium smoking docs him little or no harm, 
since post mortem examinations have shewn 
that the organs are entirely unaffected. 
The victim of indulgence really suffers from 
starvation. In Hongkong therefore where 
wages are high, snd employment ensy to 
obtain, the coolié ca» afford to feod woll, 
and also to pay for his smoke and so little 
or .no.harm is .doue. But even in ‘Hong- 
kong smoking is a greab economic evil 
tending to the waste of time, and of money 
in unproductive self-indulyence, My sole 
objeet ce far as the gentral question is con- 
cerned has been to demonstrate :— 

(a.) That ib riust be dealt with gradually. 
and not by précipitate methods, ° - 

(b.) And above all that there are other 
and worse evils which unless foresight and

HONGKONG’S BRITISH SCHOOLS. 


Tow other day. Sir Faeveniox Luaanp 
drew attention in a public speoch to the 
excessive cost per head of tho British 
school at Kowloon and an almosi similar 
remark was dropped on Thursday by 
Mr. Woxre, the Inspector of Schools, at 
the prize distribution held in connection 
with’ the Victoria British School in 
Hongkong. From the report of the 
Headmaster of the latter school we 
gather. that the gross “cost of running 
the institution last year was $7,765.19, 
towards meeting which only $1,311 
was contributed in schgol-fees, so that 
the cost per head has worked out st $194 
for each scholar. At Kowloon British 
School, at which the attendance isa little 
* Varger, the cost per scholar works out 
at $150 per head, whichis, as His Excel- 
Tency theGovernor reminded his hearers, 
more. than double ‘the cost of a scholar 
at-the Belilios public school. - Of course 
the principal reasons for this great dis- 
crepancy are to be found in thé” meagre 
attendance at both schools and the wide 
rangé which exists in thie matter of the 
ages of the schol.cs. The first factor ia 
not one impossible of remedy: the 
latter, wo fear, must always obtrude in 


‘such a place as Hongkong. Thero is 


little doubt that the British Schools in 
the Colony are not receiving the support 
they should. It is characteristic of our

Feared Loss of Life,
